aspect of the work consists of a series of compositional studies dealing with 

the technical and sonoric capabilities of wind instruments. 'Symphonic' refers 

to the large scale musical gesture sought in presenting these single studies in 

a dramatic order. Thus, the idea of étude itself becomes. the theme or subject 

of the work. In traditional terms there is a recapitulation and coda. The 
recapitulation, however, occurs shortly before the coda; this peroration also 

serves as a second coda recalling earlier technical and sonoric 'études'. The 
utmost of technical demands are required of the wind ensemble. In terms of thematic 
content, some parallels may be drawn between the colouristic world of the Etudes 

and visual lyrical expression. Static black and the violent motion of red are the 
Etudes’ predominant colours.". The composition catalogue of Lothar Klein is 

varied, including both symphonic and jazz-oriented works. His virtuosic orchestral 
Study ~- Musique a Go-Go was selected by the late George Szell for premiere by the 
Cleveland Orchestra, and several of his other works have been performed at major 
festivals in Berlin, Mexico City, Vienna and Tanglewood. In 1969, as Guest Professor, 
Dr. Kiein was invited to present a seminar in observance of the centenary of the 
Hochschule fllr Musik in Berlin. The composer is chairman of the Graduate Department 
of Music at the University of Toronto.

the Spiel fiir Blas Orchester was composed for the international contemporary music 
festival in Donaueschingen, Germany and was first performed on July 24, 1926. The 
later 1920's heralded the first performances of a number of wind works by outstanding 
composers of the day, most of whom were encouraged by the conductor, Hermann 
Scherchen. The "Spiel" is a light-hearted work in three movements and is scored for 
a typical German wind band of the day including the usual orchestra winds, orch- 
estral brass, plus tenor horn, baritone and two fluegelhorns. The second movement 
features a lovely solo by the principal oboe.
